With more than two million 
clvUians on the Federal payrolls 
today— an increase of 58 per 
cent in one year!— it’s none too 
soon that a measure has ap¬ 
peared in the House, designed to 
flush draft-dodging officials ot 
employees from the protective 
ambush of government jobs.
